The first elevator built in • Vul¬ 
can and one of the earliest build¬ 
ings in town, has been torn down 
to make room for expanded pre¬ 
mises. 

This small old-timer of 20,000 

feet high bcahls its two 100 foot 
partners at the site of the Alberta 
Wheat Pools No. 1 layout, was 
built in 1912 and its passing re¬ 
moves another landmark on which 
the history of Vulcan as one of 
the country’s biggest wheat grow¬ 
ing and shipping centres, is based. 

Larry Hagg, Wheat Pool agent 
at No. 1, has had a crew taking 
down the building and will next 
tear down the adjacent elevator 
which was built in 1914, in order 
that the space may be utilized for 
a twin 100,000 bushel unit. This 
will bring No. 1’s capacity to 325,- 
000 bushels, one of the largest 
points in the company’s chain. 

The history of that first elevator 
is closely tied in with Vulcan’s 
past as its presence drew farmers 
with their grain and gave rise to 
business and homes and with the 
years helped bring prosperity and 
good livelihood to the town. 

The CPR came through Vulcan 
in 1912 and with it began the rapid 
expansion which saw more eleva¬ 
tors and business places erected. 
The Wheat Pool's elevator was or¬ 
iginally privately built and owned 
by a Claude Terwilliger and on 
June 25 of 1912 the first load of 
grain was received from Raymond 
Davis who farmed north and east 
of town. This information was 
found carved on a board from a 
chute of the old elevator. 

In 1923 the Wheat Pool bought, 
out the elevator and went into 
business along with six other com¬ 
panies which were located along 
elevator row. 

Although names of earlier agents 


have not been traced, one remem¬ 
bered name was that of Chet Wal¬ 
lace. In 1912 George Murray too’k 
over the elevator and was here till 
1940 when George Grieg was agent 
for a two year period. The present 
agent.

Still living and in retirement in 
this district and other places are 
some of the men who were present 
when shipping first began in 1912. 
Bob Jamison’s father, Jim Jamison, 
now living in Calgary, was one of 
those at the elevator when the 
first shipment was made. Bruce 
Roe, who lives in town, is another 
well acquainted with th" event, as 
is another old-timer of town, 
Everett McPherson. 

Mr. McPherson was contacted 
regarding his- early days here and 
recalled homesteading in 1905 four 
and one-half miles east, on the 
place presently farmed by Fred 
Mensinger. He moved to what is

Wednesday nights during the 
winter have been spent in theory 
and indoor demonstration by the 
23 members of the Vulcan Fire 
Department, in advance of the out¬ 
side training which will come with 
spring weather. 

Held in the nrmouries. Fire 
Chief Bob Johnson has organized 
group discussions on the theme 
"Pre-planning of fires” and has 
selected subjects relative to fire 
fighting, prevention nnd rescue 
work. Lecturers from these head¬ 
ings have been prepared and given 
by senior members of the depart¬ 
ment. 

A good number of local busi¬ 
nesses and hoir.es have been 
scoured by three - man groups 
whose job it was to check the 
nature of the buildings, distance 
and accessibility of hydrants or 
cisterns and have their reports 
aired and criticised by the meet¬ 
ings. 

Lundy Findlay has lectured on 
First Aid including handling 
stretcher cases, new method of 
artificial respiration, use of oxygen 
helmets and rcscusitators and he 
more recently read the revisions on 
fire prevention laws as they ap¬ 
pear in town by-laws. 

Tensile strengths of cable and 
rope have been discussed by Art. 
Scott while use of knot tying' and 
its advantages in rescue was dem¬ 
onstrated by Bob Fetrosky. 

Don Larkins showed how col¬ 
lapse will normally occur in the 
burning buildings depending on the 
type of construction employed. 

The Fire Department, divided 
into three crews, has maintained 
a regular checking schedule of 
equipment at the lire hall and both 
truck motors are run - up each 
week to ensure their quick start 
in the event of a call.

During 1959, over 
10 Mi tons of Warfarin Dry-mix 
bait and over 10,000 quarts of 
water bait were used and an esti¬ 
mated 52,000 rats were killed. 

Isolated cases of rats were found 
at such scattered points as Ed¬ 
monton, Innisfail, Medicine Hat 
and Calgary. These were exter¬ 
minated by the prompt action of 
residents and local pest control of¬ 
ficers. Sush continued support can 
keep Alberta free of rats.

BARNES WALLIS, the de¬ 
signer, Is seen explaining to school¬ 
boys details of a model of the 
Vickers Swallow “variable geo¬ 
metry” aircraft. 

The “Swallow” aircraft is de¬ 
signed to alter the shape of its 
wings in flight for low or high 
speeds and the model displayed 
here shows the low speed configur¬ 


ation which is used for take-off 
and landing. For high speed flight 
the wings can be pivoted into a 
sharply swept-back position, reduc¬ 
ing drag and considerably improv¬ 
ing the overall aero-dynamic ef¬ 
ficiency of the aircraft. The en¬ 
gines are mounted on the wings 
towards the wing tips and are 
made to pivot when necessary in 


order to maintain the main line of 
thrust when the wings move. 

The aircraft would have normal 
cruising speed of up to 1,700 miles 
per hour at heights of 50,000 fee.t. 
Exact details of its range are still 
secret, but it may be over 10,000 
miles, which would mean that it 
could fly non-stop from London to 
Melbourne, Australia.

At all clinics, Polio Vaccination will 
be given to all persons wishing it. 

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac- 
cinatlon taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

When a child attends school the Health Unit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining Immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will be submitted to them. 
There is no charge at these elinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.

Although the first Case Diesels were sold six 
years ago and some have eight thousand or more 
hours on them, few have ever needed repairs. 

If you ever have the good fortune to see one tom 
down, have a good look and you will see why they 
continue to give uninterrupted service while lesser 
motors suffer from broken crankshafts, cracked 
heads, warped valves and loose bearings. 

First note the heavy main bearings, one on each 
side of each throw in the crankshaft. Five main bear¬ 
ings on a four cylinder motor, seven in a six-cylinder 
motor. Many diesel motors try to get along with fewer 
bearings and suffer from broken crankshafts and 
short bearing life. 

Second, note the nickel alloy wet sleeves. The 
Nickel alloy has remarkable wearing qualities. The 
wet sleeve keeps the cylinder and piston at the cor¬ 
rect operating temperature. These sleeves can easily 
and inexpensively be replaced if they ever do wear 
out. 

Third, see the multiple cylinder heads, each of 
every compact dimensions, which eliminates the 
cracking and warping due to expansion that plagues 
ordinary diesel motors. These heads are so perfectly 
engineered that valve trouble is unknown to Case 
engines. 

Certainly it costs more to build a motor like this, 
but the saving made by buying a cheaper engine can 
easily be lost in one overhaul job. In one popular trac¬ 
tor, the cylinder head which must be replaced fre¬ 
quently costs nearly as much as the difference in price 
between that tractor and a Case. The surprising thing 
about Case motors is that they can be rebuilt if the 
need ever arises for less money than it takes to re¬ 
pair cheaper motors. This is because all the wearing 
parts can be replaced without buying expensive cast¬ 
ings. 

So, if you are a farmer and want to investigate 
before you invest in a new tractor, ask the repair 
shops to let you know when they will have a Case 
diesel in for overhaul. You may wait a long time, but 
it will pay you to see one and see how the best diesels 
in the world are built.
